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WAITING LIST OPENING FOR
City of South Tucson’s Public Housing and
Housing Choice Voucher (Section 8) Programs

Welcome to the official South Tucson Housing Authority (STHA) Public Housing and
Housing Choice Voucher (Section 8) waiting lists.

The South Tucson Housing Authority will be accepting Waiting List Pre-Applications for
the City of South Tucson’s Public Housing and Housing Choice Voucher (Section 8)
Programs from August 1, 2023 - August 25, 2023. All waiting list pre-applications
received through August 25", will go through a lottery process and will be randomly
selected and placed on the waiting list based on the lottery selection. The waiting list
application portal will close on August 25, 2023.

Overview:

e Waiting list pre-applications will be available online on August 1, 2023 at:

e Assistance will be provided to anyone who requests it. Alternate formats of the
waiting list pre-application, such as paper applications, applications in Spanish,
interpreting services, or other needs are available. (See Page 4 for information on
how to submit a request).

e There are two waiting lists available for pre-application:

o Public Housing - includes apartments and single-family units. (See Page 5
for locations).
o Housing Choice Voucher (Section 8) Program

e There is no need to rush to submit a waiting list pre-application because the
primary way to apply will be online. Pre-applications will be submitted online and
the lottery selection will take place after August 25, 2023.

e Be Aware of Scams! For the waiting list application, the STHA will NOT ask you
for social security numbers, or any form of payment (credit card number, cash,
bank transfer, etc.), or legal status to apply.

e Only one application may be submitted per household. Duplicate applications will
be removed.

e Applicants can apply for both waiting lists.
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How to Apply Online

e Pre-applications will be accepted beginning at 9:00 a.m. MST on Tuesday, August
1, 2023, thru midnight on August 25, 2023.

e Complete the pre-application online: https://www.southtucsonaz.gov/stha

e All completed pre-applications will receive a Confirmation Number. Confirmation
numbers MUST be saved. Applicants should both write it down and email it to
oneself at the end of the pre-application.

e All applications received as of August 25, 2023, will go through the lottery process
and will be randomly selected and placed on the waitlist based on the lottery
selection. Anyone who applies will have equal access to housing based the
selected local preference.

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Frequently Asked Questions

What is a waitlist lottery? How does it work?

The South Tucson Housing Authority (STHA) will conduct an electronic lottery after
August 25, 2023. Each application is assigned a number and a computer program
randomly selects the lottery winners and applicants will be placed in the order their
number is selected.

When the STHA conducts a lottery, all applications in the lottery pool have an equal
chance of being selected. The timing of when application is submitted will not help or
hurt your odds of being selected in a lottery.

Applicants selected in the lottery are added to the STHA waiting list. As funding is
available, applicants will be selected from the waiting list and will have to complete a full
application and go through the eligibility process. It is unknown how long it will be
before an applicant is asked to complete the full application. If there are any changes to
the applicant’s address, email or phone number, the applicant must notify the STHA.
Information on how to report changes will be provided to each applicant after pre-
application is received.

What are local preferences?

Public Housing Authoroties are permitted to establish local preferences, and to give
priority to serving families that meet those criteria. The STHA local preferences for
Public Housing and HCV Section 8 are listed below:

e Working Preference - 1 Point - Applicant Selected

In order to bring income-earning families into Public Housing and HCV Section 8,
the STHA will establish preference for “working” families, where the head,
spouse/co-head, or sole member is employed at least 20 hours per week. As
required by HUD, families where the head and spouse, or sole member is a person
aged 62 or older, or is a person with disabilities, will also be given the benefit of
the working preference.

e Elderly person or family - 1 Point - Applicant Selected

An elderly person is 62 years of age. An elderly family is one in which the head,
spouse/cohead or sole member is an elderly person.

e Persons or families with Disabilities [24 CFR 5.403]- 1 Point-Applicant Selected

Under the public housing program, special rules apply to persons with disabilities
and to any family whose head, spouse/co-head is a person with disabilities. For

¢ Victims of Domestic Violence - 2 Points - Applicant Selected

The STHA will offer a preference to families that include victims of domestic
violence, dating violence, sexual assault or stalking that have been referred by a
partnering service agency.
